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Use of Drain Tile for Chimney Prevents Rusting of 


Stovepipe 


Tile Chimney through Roof. Saves 
Stovepipe from Rusting 

When a_ stovepipe chimney its run 
through the roof, the action of rain and of 
the gases of combustion soon causes the 
pipe to rust through, making it necessary 
to go to the trouble and expense of renew- 
ing it nearly every season. However, by 
substituting a tile chimney, as shown in 
the drawing, the trouble can be eliminated. 
A suitable shelf is first built to support 
the tile, which consist of a tee and one or 
more lengths of 4-in. drain. The tee 
rests on the supporting shelf as indicated 
in the detail, and a quantity of sand is 
thrown inside of it to form a 3 or 4-in. 
layer on the shelf. This serves the double 
purpose of protecting the board from fire, 
and absorbing rain water that may run 
down inside. The hole in the roof through 
which the chimney projects should be 
about 4 in. larger in diameter than the 
tile, and the clearance around the pipe is 
covered with a sheet of galvanized iron, 
cut to fit the tile. Iron lath, or even wire 
netting, will do, if it is well covered with 
cement, some pitch being poured over the 
top of the latter to make the joint leak- 
proof. Some sand or gravel may be sprin 
kled over the pitch while it is still soft.
